HH’ the progress of this organiza- 
tion justified the unselfish and un- 
tiring efforts of our Founder, Juliette A. 
Southard and her loyal co-workers? In 
the eleven years of our existence it has 
grown beyond our fondest hope. We 
have realized that only the better type 
of woman in dental assisting, seriously 
interested in her work, is willing to con- 
tribute her time and money to a pro- 
fessional organization. Undoubtedly 
these annual conventions, held in vari- 
ous sections of the country, have con- 
tributed greatly to this end, for once a 
woman of ability attends such a meeting 
and enjoys the interchange of ideas, and 
the friendships made, she returns to her 
home, wherever that may be, filled with 
the desire to help and inspire her co- 
workers. While it is true that the an- 
nual turnover in the field of dental 
assisting is still far too high, it is becom- 
ing increasingly evident that among the 
better types of women in the field, the 
average is not greater than in other simi- 
lar groups of business and professional 
women.

Imagine 
the wonderful course of service which 
we may work out here, if these hearts 
at this convention should turn with zeal 
to plan, here and now, something worth- 
while, something which will really be 
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useful. Nothing in this world is as good 
as usefulness. 

What worthwhile thing has ever been 
accomplished, which was not preceded 
by a dream, or by a search for some- 
thing which was really enriching? If we 
strew our paths with deeds of usefulness 
and kindness, though we never reach 
the end, those with whom we came in 
contact will be glad we passed this way.

DENTAL LITERATURE

an have asked me to address you for 
a little while on the subject of 
Dental Literature, or at least to particip- 
ate in a discussion of the subject. Our 
literature is as necessary to our well-being 
and well-doing professionally, as is food 
to the well-being and well-doing of the 
individual. And just as it is essential that 
our food be clean and wholesome, so is 
it essential that our literature be of a like 
quality. Now, just what is meant by clean 
literature? The answer is simple, plain, 
and easily understood—it must be free 
from commercial taint. This, however, 
is a negative statement. A man is not 
good merely because he isn’t bad. All 
food is not good, at least specifically, 
simply because it isn’t bad. Therefore to 
state affirmatively the answer to the 
above question, our literature must be 
such as will provide our readers with 
scientific truths as we understand them, 
the principles of the development of the 
art of dentistry, and in dentistry, and of 





professional ideals, or the principles of 
true professionalism. 

A quarter of a century ago dentistry 
was little more than a trade, or a mechan- 
ical enterprise, while today it stands as 
one of the foremost of the health profes.- 
sions. The past twenty-five years have 
seen a great revolution within the ranks 
of the profession, passing from the mech- 
anical, through that of art, and into the 
realm of the scientific. Or, better stated, 
whereas dentistry was formerly a mech- 
anical enterprise, it is today an art and 
a science. That dentistry is recognized as 
a science, or that dentists as a whole, are 
a scientific body of men, is indicated by 
the fact that we are now accorded affiliate 
membership in the American Association 
for the Advancement of Science. In for- 
mer times, when our efforts were directed 
along the lines of the mechanical, we 
didn't need much in way of literature. 
In fact, in earliest times, there was none, 
because each man held his genius and the 
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developments of his genius in secret— 
they were his trade secrets, and so far as 
he could, he would allow no other to find 
out his methods. Eventually this was 
stopped and man became willing, if not 
forced by various means, to share their 
techniques, so dental literature was born. 
It required only such writing as would 
show or tell how a thing could be done 
perhaps a little better. Manufacturers 
too, developed many mechanical appli- 
ances, and the chief concern was to learn 
about them. 

Today, conditions are somewhat diff- 
erent. We have developed a professional 
attitude rather than a purely mechanical 
attitude toward our work, and direction, 
or contro], is passing from commercial 
to professional direction. Not so many 
years ago, we knew little or nothing 
about the physical and chemical proper- 
ties of the materials which we used. It 
was ours to accept the products of the 
manufacturer. But as we became im- 
bued with the zest for knowledge, or the 
scientific spirit, we inaugurated research 
under the auspices of the A.D.A. Today 
we have our alloys, both gold and silver, 
investment compounds, and waxes, pre- 
pared according to our direction. A 
quarter of a century ago, the market was 
flooded with so-called patent medicines. 
The same condition obtains today, only 
in a different guise. Chemical manufact- 
urers would use us as the agents of 
administration of their products to the 
sick public. As a result, the A.D.A. has 
organized the Council of Dental Thera- 
peutics, which Council, directing the 
Bureau of Chemistry, passes on these 
products, for our information in their 
use. As a result of these three definite 
changes within our ranks, it has become 
necessary that we handle our literature 
in order that our reports may reach our 
members, and that we serve too as a 
source of inspiration and edification to 
each other. 

Professionalism and business are two 
different enterprises. Although there is 
a business side to the profession, and a 
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professional side to business, yet in their 
innermost meaning, there is a differenée. 
Webster says, “A profession is that of 
which one professes knowledge: the oc- 
cupation, if not merely commercial, me- 
chanical, agricultural, or the like, to 
which one devotes one’s self; a calling in 
which one professes to have acquired 
some special knowledge used by way of 
either instructing, guiding or advising 
others, or of serving them in some art, 
calling, vocation, or employment.” And 
“A business is that which engages time, 
attention, or labor, as a principal serious 
concern or interest; Any particular occu- 
pation or employment habitually engaged 
in for livelihood or gain; Mercantile 
transactions; buying and selling; Traf- 
fic in general.”” While both are means of 
livelihood, and to that extent are busi- 
ness enterprises, yet in the definition of 
a profession the thought emphasized is 
“service” rather than “‘gain.” W. A. 
Shumaker, editor of Law Notes, suggests 
that ‘‘if there is such a thing as a pro- 
fession as a concept distinct from a voca- 
tion, it must consist in the ideals which 
its members maintain, the dignity of 
character which they bring to the per- 
formance of their duties, and the auster- 
ity of the self-imposed ethical standards. 
To constitute a true profession, there 
must be ethical traditions so potent as to 
bring into conformity members whose 
personal standards of conduct are at a 
lower level, and to have an elevating 
and ennobling effect on those members. 
A profession cannot be created by reso- 
lution or become such over night. It 
requires many years for its development 
and they must be years of self-denial, 
years when success by base means is 
scorned, years when no results bring 
honor, except those free from the taint 
of unworthy methods.” Professor Hubert 
Phillips, in a recent Article entitled 
“The Adult Goes to School,” comment- 
ing upon recent graduates of our Uni- 
versities, has this to say: “Excellently 
equipped for fitting into a society domi- 
nated by advertising and salesmanship, 
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those twins of the present social order, 
such men and women are hardly equip- 
ped to function very satisfactorily as 
citizens.” 

There is one fact more, and one that 
is very apparent to you, our assistants. 
Some of you can recall the days, not so 
long ago, when your only requirement 
was to answer the door, and the tele- 
phone. And when you answered the 
telephone you called the doctor, without 
trying to handle the case yourself. To- 
day you are trained, and much more is 
required of you—you have the same pro- 
fessional instincts as do your employers. 
These instances being true, it is neces- 
sary that the profession control its liter- 
ature, that the scientific, the truly artis- 
tic, and the ethical may dominate, and 
the commercial be thus relegated to a 
secondary position. The same principle 
obtains among you—as you help each 
other—as you raise yourselves to planes 
of higher thinking and living, the more 
necessary does it become that you have 
the directing hand. And so, I submit 






these as reasons for, and facts of, our 
professional development, along with 
that, the desirability of handling our 
own literature. 

Finally, as infants we crept, as chil- 
dren we walked, but now we are full 
grown, and in our full strength. We 
stand on our own feet, so with our lit- 
erature, we have now come into the 
adult period, and we should not depend 
on others, but with full appreciation of 
the past, with recognition of evolution- 
ary growth and changes, we come to the 
time when we take our own responsi- 
bility, pay our own bills, do our own 
work, and push on toward a plan of 
higher and finer living and working, 
through the creation and management 
of our own literature. The manufacturer 
should desire to work on with us, for 
through us he finds the way of intro- 
ducing his wares—and in thus working 
together, the people ought to be served 
better.

HEN I received the invitation

5. Those appropriate bits of philos- 
ophy and verse. 

6. Instructive and inspirational edi- 
torials from the pen of our 
Founder and Editor and her co- 
workers. 

In Hubbard's “Little Journey,” he 

writes :— 

“He is great who feeds other minds.” 

“He is great who pulls you out of 
your mental rut and lifts you out of the 
mire of commonplace, etc.” 

‘He is great who inspires us to think 
for ourselves.”

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HOW TO INCREASE MEMBERSHIP

I N presenting this requested paper to 
you through the kindness of Miss 
Muriel Smith, our State Secretary and 
Delegate to the A.D.A.A., may I say 
that I am truly sorry that I cannot be 
with you personally, and that my 
thoughts are with you at this time. 

I wonder what that peculiar complex 
is in our make-up which makes us, as 
individuals, so ready to accept credit for 
the success of that in which we are 
interested? I fail to understand it, save 
for the pride within us. However, being 
people with supposedly good sense and 
clear minds, we cannot help but recog: 
nize success and although we may have 
played but a small part, it is that part 
which helped to make our undertaking 
a success, and we know that it is the 
combined efforts of the individual mem- 
bers that has made possible our dental 
assistants’ organizations whether they be 
local, state or national. Too many times 
the lay member feels that her ambitions 
are not worth much, and for that reason 
let us try to make her understand their 
value. I am proud to speak of and even 
boast of the membership of New Jersey, 
because over the short period of time 
since we organized, we have continued 
to gain in membership on a very fair 
average. We must not lose sight of the 
fact that economic conditions are not 
as they used to be, and like every other 
organization we have been affected. 
However, in spite of conditions, we 
have had a gain which is worthy of 
mention. 

To introduce new members into a 
Society is one thing, and to keep them 
is another; so first let us take up the 
matter of introducing them. It is very 
easy for leaders to say, you can build if 
you will; but we are dealing with human 


nature and it has its weaknesses, so it 
becomes necessary for us to know how 
to confront each individual weakness. In 
our travels to secure new members we 
meet: (1) girls who like to be catered 
to; (2) girls who will leap at a sugges- 
tion; (3) girls who just aren't interested; 
(4) girls who want time to think. In 
visiting the component groups in the 
State, I have tried to place these various 
experiences before them so that their 
task of securing new members might be 
made lighter. Let us take the Dental 
Assistant who would like to join the 
Society but wants to be catered to. Will 
she make a good member? It is my con- 
tention that she will not. There is too 
much to be done in our field of work, to 
spend time catering to the whims of 
people who suffer a silly complex, and 
let me assure you there are many such. 
So let us pass on to the next prospect 
who will leap at the suggestion of be- 
coming a member, because she read in 
the paper where the D.A.’s had a grand 
dinner party. Will she make a good 
member? Yes, if you have a social affair 
at every meeting and proceed to lavishly 
spend your money. I have found it to 
be bad psychology to impress a prospec- 
tive member with the thought that social 
activities are a major part of our organi- 
zation’s activity, or to let her form her 
own ideas that such is the case. You will 
find that, unless it is definitely under- 
stood that the organization is primarily 
for further educating the dental assist- 
ant, such a member as we have just re- 
ferred to will not be interested after her 
first few meetings. 

Now we meet the girl who just isn’t 
interested. In that case we do not stop 
at our first call, we continue to contact 
her personally because we want her to 
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realize that no D.A. can afford to stand 
alone; i.e., the field is wide enough for 
an expansion of knowledge and educa- 
tion in dental assisting. We terminate 
our calls by visiting the D.A. who 
listens to our story. She is acquainted 
with the objects of our society; what 
we have gained through membership in 
the society and why we would like to 
entertain her application. We leave this 
girl with a satisfied feeling of accom- 
plishment because she is going to give 
the matter serious thought. She doesn’t 
say she will call you, with intentions of 
forgetting, but asks you to call on her 
again. I cannot emphasize too greatly, 
the importance of personal contact in 
trying to interest dental assistants to our 
calling. There is something in a personal 
call that cannot be written on paper or 
said over the telephone. Thus we have 
covered the ground ‘for contacting. 

We have been asked, “how do you 
maintain your membership?” There are 
as many ways for maintaining, as there 
are ways for losing. Perhaps you will 
be surprised to know that one reason 
we have maintained our membership, is 
because we have refrained from over- 
taxing our members. The life of one of 
our component societies was saved, when 
they were asked to stop the continual 
sale of tickets by individual members for 
card parties, etc., in the interest of and 
for the benefit of other organizations. 
It is not always easy or pleasant to re- 
fuse to buy a ticket, so rather than re- 
fuse, the member whose income is not 
great, or whose financial responsibilities 
are heavy, stays away from the meet- 
ings. Let us consider those less fortunate 
than ourselves and much embarrassment 
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will be prevented. Today the society to 
which I have referred, is strong and a 
good friendly feeling prevails. We also 
refrain from sponsoring social affairs 
which will mean an added expense to 
our members. Members are ready to 
give when the call is warranted, but they 
are also ready to leave when it becomes 
a habit. Respect for the other fellow’s 
opinion plays a major part in the matter 
of maintaining members. We all have 
equal rights to our thoughts, and a dif- 
ference in same should and must be dis- 
played in a womanly, dignified manner. 
Too often disgruntled members leave 
our midst; some justified, some unjusti- 
fied, and it is at this time that the im- 
partial ability of the officers plays a most 
important part. I bring these points to 
your attention, because I have found 
that the practice of same has resulted in 
the success of our organization, whereas 
the inclination to deviate from these 
maintaining features, usually leads to 
retarding success and very often results 
in total failure to function harmoniously 
or build numerically. 

Our component societies have interest- 
ing clinics, essays and demonstrations 
presented at their monthly meetings. It 
is from these programs that we derive 
the benefit of our organization, not for- 
getting the personal and friendly con- 
tacts we make which we cherish for 
years to come. I close with the thought, 
“keep the interest and welfare of our 
organization close to heart and constantly 
in mind, forgetting ourselves and our 
personal feelings, in the administration 
of affairs pertaining to the organization.”

HOW TO REBUILD A SOCIETY WEAKENED 
BY A CATASTROPHE

A> the representative of the Long 
Beach Society, may I first extend 
our greetings to the A.D.A.A. My pur- 
pose is to try to give you an idea of 
“how the girls in our Association got 
back on their feet after the earthquake,” 
as Ruth Rogers, Program Chairman, 
asked me to do. 


It was a grave catastrophe about which 
all of you read, and the encouraging 
telegrams and letters received from the 
various societies and individual mem- 
bers, were keenly appreciated. Such an 
occurrence is naturally followed by a 
very low morale, and requires much re- 
building of confidence for the assurance 
of future success. Several of our girls 
deserve a great deal of credit for their 
fine work during that time of stress. 
Beryl Wright, our president at the time, 
felt such confidence in the ultimate good 
this group would bring to its members. 
she spared no effort to keep the girls 
interested. This still would not have been 
possible without the aid of our National 
Organization, because many of the girls 
had to go on part-time work, others were 
out of work entirely, and those who re- 
mained were forced to take cuts in 
salary. Such circumstances are not con- 
ducive to cooperative efforts in any or- 
ganization. We seriously thought of 
withdrawing from the National Asso- 
ciation, owing to lack of funds, but we 


received a wonderful letter telling us to 
carry on, and assuring us that we would 
still be listed as members of the 
A.D.A.A., without financial obligation. 
The following year found us still strug- 
gling and unable to carry our share, but 
again we were shown the same consider- 
ation, and the highlight of our last 
year’s work was being able to pay our 
National dues.

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TALKING IT OVER

Hobby Show— 


If you want to afford yourselves a lot of enjoyment, and at the 
same time introduce a bit of variety into your meeting programs, try a “Hobby 
Exhibition.” The extent to which such avocations are pursued may surprise you; 
in fact, inquiry among the members of your group may unearth a zealous col- 
lector of some interesting item. This suggests another possibility for variety, in that 
the collection may be so extensive as to forbid its convenient transportation from 
the collector’s home, and thus necessitate holding your meeting there. Furthermore, 
the excellence of the collection might justify an admission fee—here’s an oppor- 
tunity for additional revenue. 


You will find the typical collector's enthusiasm, boundless. It must be so, in 
order to survive the jibes and discouragements voiced by the family and friends. 
Subjection to such a continuous ordeal, often transformed what was first an idle 
interest into a consuming passion, and is often productive of results of extra- 
ordinary interest and value. In this connection we are reminded by Alan Devoe, 
columnist of The Sun, of the value of the hobby of the man who collected the 
Currier and Ives prints and thus preserved them for the appreciation of future 
generations. He likewise points out the effect of the interest created by the person 
who was the first to be attracted by stamp-collecting. One of the newer hobbies is 
key collecting. Of this Devoe says: “Old keys are revealed as having almost as 
many points as first editions, and the expert keyman can often at a glance. tell 
both the nationality and the period of any given item. Keylore is growing daily, 
and experts are building up an imposing jargon, worthy of matching that of the 
Japanese print collector or the expert on old andirons.” 

I know of one collection of plants, flowers and garden furnishings. A friend 
of mine, here in Knoxville, has accumulated bits of stones, pebbles, and small 
shells during two trips abroad. In the collection are small shells from the shores 
of the Adriatic, shells from the market place of Venice; small stones from the 
paths in the Vatican Gardens, pebbles from the banks of the little stream where 
Josephine often sat and remembered her lost days of grandeur, and small pieces 
of marble from Rome. My friend is not content to have merely an idle collection 
in the ordinary sense, or only to enjoy the benefit of the memories associated with 
the objects; she has made these pebbles, stones and shells useful as supports for 
bowls of bulbs growing in water. 


Now, to be personal, and confess my particular addiction. It’s the collection 
of “Dental Assistant” lore as reflected in newspaper articles; pictures of meeting 
groups; pictures of the first A.D.A.A. officers made in Dallas, Texas; programs 
and place cards from luncheons. My scrapbook covers an eleven year period, 
from the time our A.D.A.A. was founded. To me it is a history of the progres 
sive evolution of our organization, in fostering the recognition of the function 
of the dental assistant in work of the highest social value. It affords me pleasure to 
review the landmarks of our progress; but I derive just as much pleasure from 
contemplation of the now empty pages to be filled, I trust and believe, with future 
evidences of A.D.A.A. glory.
